Leiden 's Ontzet, as told by the Mayor. 

(Continuation of story published in our December/January issue) 

Upon their return, the Spanish troops stopped in Utrecht. Things went awry from here. The 
Governor of the City, Count La Roche, had given permission for the Spanish troops to seek 
shelter in the outskirts of the City. But, before their arrival, La Roche had instructed his 
Citizens to remove everything from their homes, in such a way that there was not a single 
bit of fabric, not a single pot to cook with, no plate to eat from, no seat to sit on, not even 
wood to stoke the fire, nor straw to sleep on. The soldiers were in a bad way and did not 
even have shoes on their feet anymore. A few of the disaffected soldiers took revenge and 
set alight a few homes. Valdez however, quickly had them arrested and wanted them to pay 
for the damage. However, the anger amongst the Citizenry had set in. They took up arms 
against the Spanish, who fled into monasteries and castles to escape. Those soldiers who 
were not fast enough to seek shelter were hit and mishandled. They even took away the 
crutches from a crippled Soldier and made him dance in the middle of the street, whilst they 
all made fun of him. 


Around the 18th of May 1574, the first Spanish troops arrived East of our City. Then we 
saw more forces coming from the West. They came from the dunes near Haarlem, then via 
the Haarlemmermeer and heading in the direction of Leiderdorp. Other forces came from 
the South via the Rhine at Schoonhoven and also from South-West via Alphen Aan de Rijn. 
The Spanish found that their forts and trenches had not been touched by our Citizens and 
thus were able to resume their siege of our City Leiden without having to make any repairs.

During the months that followed, there was a food shortage, causing a critical situation 
whereby our Citizens were now in severe danger of starvation. This was despite our market 
gardeners having prepared our fields immediately outside our City walls to grow cabbages. 
These cabbages assisted, but were insufficient, to feed all of our Citizens. 

Furthermore, various diseases such as Typhoid, Cholera and the Pest had broken out, which 
ravaged our inhabitants. This situation had by now been reported to Valdez. He was told

that Citizens had come out of the City looking like skeletons, close to death. Sadly, the 
rations within our City were now half a pound of bread per day. However, these were only 
available to the rich, who could pay for them. 

Seeing the plight of my Citizens, I had offered to kill myself and allow the Citizens to eat 
my flesh. However, they begged me not to do so. 


Word of this poverty and starvation was also reported to William of Orange as well as the

and Capelle aan Den IJssel, flood the polders all the way to Leiden in the hope the water 
would drive Spanish forces away. Initially there were delays caused by unfavourable 
weather. Fortunately, a wind change caused high tides and allowed the sea water to flow 
through the dikes. The well-armed Geuzen (Beggars of the Sea) finally could enter the 
flooded area with their flat bottom boats and set sail towards the besieged City. 


On the night of 2 October to 3 October, the Spanish finally left their trenches and departed 
our City. The following day we welcomed the Watergeuzen into our City. They had brought 
much needed foods, such as Herring & White Bread. One of our orphan boys, called 
Cornelis Joppenszoon, found a big pot of “Hutspot” left behind by the Spanish near the 
Lammenschans (Lamb Trenches). It consisted of turnips, carrots and onions. (There is the 
recipe of the meal that is eaten even these days, while celebrating Leiden’s liberation). Of 
course, turnips are replaced by potatoes. 


Let me introduce Magdalena Moons, who will continue our story. 


Thank you my Lord Mayor. History shows that I have been hailed as a heroin. How so? 
You may well ask. Well, I had been 
introduced to, and had fallen i in love 
with, the Spanish General, Francisco 
Valdez. After some time away from 
Den Haag, he had returned to Den 
Haag as ruler of the Netherlands. 
Because of this, my brother had to 

9 relinquish his role as Mayor of the 
City of Leiden. 


During a dinner, I convinced Francisco 
Valdez to delay any attack on Leiden, 
because I had many family members, 
and friends living there. In exchange 
for that consideration, I had promised 
to marry him. General Francisco 
Valdez was indeed persuaded by my 
promise and he delayed the attack on 
Leiden by a number of days. 

Because of this delay, it allowed the 
Geuzen just enough time to liberate 


the City.

National Archives digitizes Dutch Family Records 


The following information was received from Dr Nonja Peters in the 
Netherlands on digitizing and saving the records of Dutch Migrants in WA. 
The collaboration with Huygens and the National Archives in both countries is to have all 
our records digitized, so that our future generations will have information to draw on about 
their families, to write their family history and for academics to write PhDs etc. The most 
important part of opting to make the records available digitally, is that it caters for how our 
kids and grandkids prefer to access information. Plus it makes it available internationally so 
our relatives around the world can also access our emigration and immigration records that 
are held in the National archives in both countries. I have also started to research the forced 
labour of our parents during WWII. I hope to be able to show you how to find Nazi 

»dwang arbeid “information relevant to your family history soon. 

In Perth, I am working with two amazing Dutch women. Marjorie Bly, whose family 
migrated to WA in 1953. Marjorie was the Assistant Director of the National Archives 
Office in East Victoria Park. And Ellie Spillekom and her husband came to Australia in 
2013. You will know her as the Duyfken cultural heritage officer. Both women are very 
active in supporting the preservation of Dutch cultural heritage in Australia. We are all 
working to obtain your permission to digitise the materials that I, and my colleague - Dr Sue 
Summers - collected either with you or a Member(s) of your family, who have since passed. 
The change that came along with digitisation meant a change in library protocols and so we 
are on the beat to renew the permission. We certainly hope you will help us in any way you 
can. We are doing this voluntarily because we firmly believe that your current and future 
generations in The Netherlands and in Australia will benefit from our efforts. But we can't 
do it alone, we need your help — all you need to do is fill in and sign a Form.

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Dutch Review presents: Netherlands normal 


Everyone with friends a/o family living in the Netherlands, knows how tough the last two 
years have been for people living there. 
However, on 18 February 2022, everything changed. 
And here are the rules for the new normal in the Netherlands. 
Interesting to read how those rules compare with ours in WA, 
introduced on 21 February. 


After nearly two years, on and off, the 
Netherlands are back to (the new) normal 


Happy Fri-yay! These relaxations are going into effect today 

Okay, any Friday is almost by default a good day. But today, February 18, is an 
especially good day in the Netherlands — Dutch society is taking the second step in its 
grant reopening plan. 

At Tuesday s press conference, Dutch Health Minister Ernst Kuipers announced that the 
Netherlands would ease coronavirus measures in three steps. 

The first step was taken immediately as the Dutch government withdrew the advice to have 
a maximum of four visitors at home and encouraged people to go back to the office for up 
to half of the working week. 


Now, it's time for step two. 

Longer opening times. 

Starting today, the catering and cultural sectors keep their doors open past 10 PM. In 
fact, all locations in the Netherlands are allowed to extend their opening hours until 1 
AM — so no need to call the carriage before the clock strikes midnight anymore. Do 
you know what that also means? Dutch nightclubs are officially opening back up 
again, too! 

Yup, technically, you could celebrate the relaxation of measures by hitting the dance 
floor. Just remember to show your QR code; those will stay in effect till 25 February. 
Bye, bye fixed seating. (Social distancing) , 
Additionally, once you've entered a restaurant, café, 
concert hall, or football stadium (anywhere, really! ), 
you'll no longer be required to wear a mask, have a 
permanent seat, or keep 1.5 meters distance. 

Only at locations with more than 500 people you will 
have to wear a mask when walking around and maintain 
social distancing. SS= :

People come from far for activities such as: Frisian ring Parade in traditional Friesian 
riding, the Markets, the Fair and the eleven Cities cycling costumes.

But the Oliekoekensplons, Night of the Heamiel, the International Folkloric Dance Festival, 
the Heamiel closing Night with fireworks and the Heakeninginne entry with floats are 
regular crowd pullers. 

Traditionally, the Heamiell lunch remains, being held where it all started and became an 
annual recurring element. Bolsward is always full of fun during the last weekend of June.
